Introduction 

This publication is issued each month as a supple- 
ment to the annual Catalogue of Publications and 
Products, Australia (1101.0) of the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, which lists current ABS publications and gives 
brief descriptions (abstracts) of their contents. In addition, 
a Publications Advice (1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and 
Friday listing publications released on the day of issue and 
expected releases on the following five days (national 
publications) or two days (State/Territory publications). 


2. A brief description of the contents of new publica- 
tions, changes to existing publications and other 
information of interest appears at the back of this put’i- 
cation. 

Publication prices 

3. Prices include postage both within Australia and 
overseas (economy air). 


Mailing service 
4, Clients who wish to receive publications on a regular 
basis may use the ABS Publications Subscription Service. 


5, Clients who already use this service and who wish ‘o 
change their requirements should quote their client identi- 
fication number when contacting ABS, The number is 
shown at the top left hand comer of the address label used 
to despatch publications to clients. 


6. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on | Janu- 
ary. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS. 


Statistical information service 

7. Each ABS office has an Information Consultancy 
service to assist clients by providing a first point of entry 
to the ABS. Information consultants will assist where pos- 
sible or, where appropriate, refer the enquiry to a contact 
officer. The Information Consultancy area offers a limited 
free service providing information from published statis- 
tics both over the telephone and over the counter at ABS 
bookshops. The area also offers a fee for service informa- 
tion consultarcy for detailed queries or provision of 
information fzom the ABS’s vast unpublished data hold- 
ings. Unpublished statistics cover a variety of topics such 
as small area population information, imports and exports, 
building, tourism and detailed Consumer Price Index in- 
formation, to name just a few, The area offers various 
dissemination options from paper reports to floppy disks 
and magnetic tape. 

8. In cases where a considerable volume of data has to 


be specially extracted or where a regular statistical service 
is required, a charge will be made.

ABS PUBLISHING NEWS 
New Publications Released During October 1993 
ABS Classification of Qualifications (ABSCQ), 1993 ($30.60) 


The ABSCQ is a new classification designed to classify post-school educational 
qualifications, by level of attainment and field of study. It was developed 
specifically to classify data on qualifications collected in the 1991 Census of 
Population and Housing, The publication comprises an explanation of the 
conceptual basis of the classification, definitions of the level of attainment 
categories and of the broad, narrow and detailed field of study categories and a 
set of conversion tables which define the relationship between ABSCQ and other 
relevant Classifications. Its primary purpose is to aid the interpretation of ABS 
statistics on qualifications, Users wishing to code the various qualifications data 
to the classification should refer to ABS Classification of Qualifications - Manual 
Coding System (1265.0), which includes the coding indexes used to code 
qualifications data in the Census, 


ABS Classification of Qualifications — Manual Coding System, 1993 ($30.60) 


The system provides coding indexes in alphabetical and numerical order and 
instructions for their use, Their primary purpose is to assist users in the 
interpretation of ABS oytput and enable them to code data to the Classification 
Coding guidelines and query resolution guidelines, such as those used for the 
1991 Census, are published along with these indexes, 


Population Survey Monitor, Australia, 1993 ($10.00) 


The Population Survey Monitor is an omnibus household survey vehicle which 
collects data on a wide and varied range of topics each quarter. Topics included in 
the August 1993 survey are Sport and Recreation Participation, Consumer 
Expectations, Women’s Employment Pattems and Awareness of ABS Products 
and Services.

Presents final results from the Manufacturing Census for the Northern Territory, 
Details of the number of establishments; employment; wages and salaries paid and 
tumover are shown, classified by industry class, Also contains data on 
employment size and selected structural data for broad regions, This 1989-90 
issue, contains additional data on components of value added, purchases, selected 
expenses, stocks and capital expenditure.
